TAX CONSPIRATOR 
CONFESSES ALL. 


James B..Hoy Tells Details of 
Plot to Defrand County 
of Masonic Temple 

Money, 


ACCUSES CAPT. WILLIAMS. 


Brings In Also Names of BE. 
G. Mallon, James H. Gorm- 
ley and Justus 
Chancellor, 


James B. Hoy made a public confession tn 
Judge Chetlain’s court yesterday of the part 
he played in a conspiracy to defraud the 
county of the taxes on the Masonic temple, 
amounting to $26.770.17. As a witness for 
the state he connected Capt. Edward Will- 
jams, manager of the building; Luke Wheel- 
er, and John J. Healy Jr. with the case. 

More than this, he hrought in the names of 
Edward G. Mallon, cashier, and James H. 
Gormley, president of the Masonic Temple 
Fraternity association, and Justus Chan- 
mag, one of the attorneys for the associa- 

on, 

It was a conspiracy, according to Hoy, 
which provided for the enrichment of the 
conspirators with ‘‘easy money.’ The 
whole amount of the Masonic temple taxes 
was to be divided amony the fourmen. One- 
half, he said, was to go to Capt. Williams,,. 
and the other half was to be divided among 
Wheeler, Hoy, and Healy in various 
amounts, the lion's share to be taken by 
Wheeler. 

Relies on Hoy’s Testimony. 

Without directly implicating Capt. Will- 
jams in the conspiracy, Hoy gave testimony 
which State’s Attorney Deneen believes will 
convince the jury that Williams was cog- 
nigant ef all that was going on, and that 
Wheeler was an agent of Williams. Hoy 
testified to visiting the homes of Williams 
and Mallon with Wheeler, and of seeing 
Wheeler receive a cordial greeting from 
Mallon at the door previous to entering the 
house for an interview that lasted nearly 
half an hour. 

The visit to Williams’ residence, Hoy said, 
was without results, as Williams was not at 
home. He stated that the trip was made for 
the purpose of arranging for payment for 
having fixed ’’ the tax book in the county 
treasurer's Office so that it would show a 
settlement of the\Masonic temple taxes. The- 
visit to Mallon’s house, he said, was for the 
same purpose. 

Blame Laid on a Man Now Dead. 
As in the recent: trial of Wheeler on a for- 


gery charge in connection with alleged tax} 


fixing, responsibility for the actual * fixing ”’ 
was placed on a man now dead. Wheeler 
shifted the blame in that trial to Julius Salo- 
mon, former north town collector, who re- 
cently committed. suicide. Yesterday Hoy 
testified Wheeler told him Peter Storm, first 
assistant to the county treasurer's chief clerk, 
received $300 for marking the Masonic Temple 
taxes ‘‘ pafd.”” Storm committed suicide last 
spring, after having been arrested on a 
charge of larceny. 

According to Hoy’s testimony Wheeler got 
$1,000 from Captain Williams for his services 
in effecting the fraudulententry. Out of this 
$1,000 Hoy said he received various sums 
from Wheeler aggregating $500. It appeared 
from Hoy’s story that the original bargain | 
with the Masonic Temple people was not car- 
ried out, and that he failed to get his share 
of themoney. It wasafter testifying to mak- 
ing repeated demande on Wheeler for his part 
of the money that Hoy mentioned the names 
of President Gormley and Attorney Chan- 
cellor. 

Why Money Was Not Paid. 

“ Did Wheeler explain why the money was 
not paid, or would not be paid?’ asked As- 
sistant States Attorney Barnes. 

“ Yes,”’ replied Hoy. ‘‘ He said the reason 
why the money was not paid was because 
Chancellor was down in Baltimore, or some 
place east, trying to négotiate the sale of 
bonds. They wanted these taxes marked 
‘paid’ in the county treasurer's office so 
that the people with whom they were nego- 
tiating could see that payment had been 
made. As soon as the bonds were issued, he 
would give us the rest of the money.” 

‘‘Did Wheeler say anything about the 


could get the money?” | 

“Well, the excuses always were that 
Wiliams would be there and Chancellor 
would not be there, and when Chancellor 
was there Williams would be away. Gorm- 
ley’s name was mentioned; he would not 
be there, either.”’ 

Hoy Tries Town Office Employe. 

When Hoy took the witness stand he first 
gave a detailed account of his visit to the 
south town. collector's office in company 
with John J. Healy Jr., for the purpose of 
enlisting James W. Hahn, one of the clerks, 
in the conspiracy. He said he took with 
him a slip of paper on which was a descrip- 
tion of the Masonic temple property and its 
taxes, and that he got the paper from 
Wheeler. 

‘What took place when you got there?’ 
Mr. Barnes asked. 

‘‘ Well, I gave Hahn a slip of paper and 
asked him to give us a bill of the Masonic 
temple taxes. He gave it to us, and then 
I asked him to come out into the hall fora 
minute. He came out, and I then asked 
him if he wanted to make a piece of money. 
He wanted to know how. We told him to 
mark the Masonic temple taxes paid in the 
book. 
made an appointment to meet him at noon. 
He met us, and we asked him about it again. 

* Hahn wouldn’t give us a definite answer, 
but told us he would meet us the next morn- 
ing. We met him in the Stock Exchange 
building, and he said he wouldn't do any- 
thing, because there was too much risk. I 
told him there would be $500 handed to him 
to keep his mouth shut. That was about all 
that was said.”’ 


First Talk with Wheeler. 

It was some time in October or November 
of last year, Hoy said, that he had his first 
conversation with Wheeler regarding the 
Masonic temple taxes. 

‘‘He asked me at what time the. books 
were usually sent to the county collector’s 
office, and wanted to know if I was ac- 
quainted with anybody in the south town 
collector's office. He told me if I could do 
the business in the Masonic temple taxes 
we could get some money out of it.”’ 

“Did you have any conversation with 
Wheeler as to whom he represented?” — 

“ Yes, sir; he said he represented Capt. 
Williams.’ | 
“** Anything said about money?” 

‘* Why, he said he had made arrangements 
with Capt. Williams, and that if we could 
get the taxes, whatever the amount of the :

SHH A VICTORY FOR TRISH 


REDMOND AND PARTY ARRIVE AT 
BOSTON FULL OF FIGHT. 


Leaders Declare the Nationalists Will . 
Be in.a Position Soon to Dictate 
Térms to the British Government— 

: People Are United and Will Work 
in Harmony—Three Delegates from 
Island Come to Attend Convention 
of American Society. | 


Boston, Mass., Oct: 17.—[Special.]—The 
Irish party will be able soon to dictate terms 
to the British government, according to 
John Redmond, the nationalist leader, who 
arrived in this city today. 

It will not be long, Mr. Redmond said, until 
the representatives of Ireland hold the bal- 
ance of power in the house of commons. 
Then they can make demands with the cer- 
tainty that they will be granted. The peo- 
ple now are united, the leader declares, and, 
despite landlordism, arrests under the crimes 
act, and other persecutions, are stronger 
politically than ever since the days of Par- 
nell. 

Dillon and Davitt Also Come. 

With Mr. Redmond on the steamer New 
England, which arrived today from Liver- 
pool, were the other delegates of Ireland to 
the national convention of the United Irish 
league, which will open in Faneuil hall on 
Monday. They are John Dillion, M. P. for 
East Mayo*and Michael Davitt. Others in 
the party were Mrs. Redmond and Mr. Red- 
mond’s only son, William, 

Before returning home the visitors will 
visit several American cities in behalf of 
the cause they represent. The delegates 
spoke most hopefully and interestingly of 
the conditions in Ireland. 


Well Able to Fight Government. 

“Conditions in Ireland today secall the 
best days of the Parnell movement,”’ said 
Mr. Redmond. “ You can hardly appreciate 
the great change in the spirit of the Irish 
people within the last two or three years. 
They are prepared:to give the British gov- 
ernment all the fight it wants now, and we 
hope and believe that in that determination 
we will have the support of the Irish race in 
America.”’ 

‘Je the United Irish league securing the 
same general support from the péople that 
the Land league did in Parnell's time?” Mr. 
Redmond was asked. 

‘* Just as strong and earnest support from 
the people, and under more favorable condi- 
tions than prevailed at that time,’’ Mr. Red- 
mond replied. 


Power in Hands of People. 


‘“* We have power in the hands of the people 
now that we did not have then, and that 
power is being used in the interest of the na- 
tional cause. 

‘The United Irish leagueis today the rul- 
ing power in Ireland. It carries with it all the 
influence the Land league did in the past. 
The government, too, has entered on the old 
and beaten path of coercion, which the Irish 
people have met and smashed before and are 
prepared to meet and smash now. 

*“ The whole country is aroused as ft has not 
been for twenty years at least, and I believe 
myself that we are on the eve of great po- 
litical developments in Ireland which will 
result almost immediately in the final settle- 
ment of the Irish land question. After that 
is settled the road will be clear for the set- 


jtlement of the national question, and with 


the land problem removed the question of 
Irish national self-government will be settled 
speedily. 


Landlords Oppose Home Rule. | 

“With the opposition of the landlords to 
home rule swept away the demand of the. 
Irish people cannot be resisted by the Eng- 
lish government, for there will no longer be 
an English garrison to support it among the 
landlords of Ireland. 

‘‘The landlords of Ireland are for the first 
time divided among themselves on this ques- 
tion, many, if not the majority of the in-. 
fluential men among them, being willing to 
meet the representatives of the national 
party and discuss with them the terms of 
settlement. 

**Of course there will be suffering on the 
part of individuals, but Irishmen are accus- 
tomed to that and do not pay much heed toit. 
There are over 200 of the leaders of the 
United Irish league in prison now, under the 
coercion act, but the people snap their fingers 
at the government and treat the coercion act 
with absolute and complete contempt. It 
will take more than a coercion act to destroy 
the United Irish league movement in Ire- 
land today. The people know their rights 
and are determined to assert them.”’ 

‘*Ts the Irish party in the house of com- 
mons working harmoniously and well to- 
gether?’’ Mr. Redmond was asked. 


Irish in House a Unit. 

‘*‘ Nothing could be better than the spirit 
displayed by the party,’’ said Mr. Redmond. 

‘‘E feel certain that the time is near at 
hand when the Irish party will exercise a 
controlling influence in the British house of 
commens, as it did in Parnell’s time. The 
spirit of the Irish people themselves was 
never better or stronger than it is now. It 
is the old story, the morg the people are at- 
tacked the higher their spirit rises. — 

‘‘The government is sending men to prison 
every day ewithout a jury trial, but nobody 
cares a snap aboutit. Mr. McHugh, who ac- 
companied me to Boston a,year ago, I am in- 
formed, has just been sent back to prison for 
three months at hard labor. The govern- 
ment that has to resort to such methods 
against a gentleman such as the American 
people found Mr. McHugh to be is deserving 
of no consideration.” 


Only Opposition to Cabinet. 

When shown the account of the suspension 
last night of John O'Donnell in the house of 
commons, Mr. Redmond said: 

‘““Tt is what has been happening all along; 
cos real opposition to the government 


eofhes from the Irish benches. They lead 
tive opposition. The Irish members were the 
leaders last night. And the government is 
only in the beginning of what is in store 
for it.”’ 

Mr. Dillon and Mr. Davitt, who were stand- 
ing by while Mr. Re@mond was talking to 
the newspaper men, said the chairman of the 
Irish party had fully covered the ground, 
and all they could say was to repeat what 
he had said. : 

Mr. Davitt especially was most enthusias- 
tic at the newly aroused spirit of the Irish 
people and said the coming winter would be 
made a most uncomfortable one for the gov- 
ernment and the landlords. He was es- 
pecially pleased with what had happened in 
the house of commons last night. |

SEE BEEF TRUST 
IN NEW COMPANY 


Financial Interests Consider 
Incorporation at Trenton 
Step in Long Delayed 
Merger. 


DENIALS IN CHICAGO. 


Several Packing Firm Leaders 
Are in New York, but Those . 
Here Declare They Are 
“ Not Guilty.” 


A corporation was formed in New Jersey 
yesterday afternoon which financial interests 
generally regard as the nucleus around which 
the great packing companies of the country 
will be gathered into the long foreshadowed 
meat trust. 

The incorporation was under the title 
“The United States Packing company,’” 
Which is the fame announced as having been 
selected for the great merger. Its capital 
stock Is $1,000,000, consisting of 10,000 shares. 

_If it should develop that this is the beginning 
of the larger deal the stock of course would 
be radically increased. 3 
In New York the belief is almost universal 
that the trust is now well under way. In 
Chicago, headquarters of the great industry, 
explicit denials are given out. One explana- 
tion of the mysterious new concern is that 
its promoters have taken time by the fore- 
lock, acquired the name, and are ready now 
‘with a useful charter ready at hand, which 
the packers may acquire as soon as Kuhn, 
Loeb & Co. and the National City bank find 
the money market favorable to the financing 
of the broader project. 


One Man Knows of It. | 

_ In previous stages of the packers’ deal de- 
nials have been given out similar to those 
expressed last night. The theory that yes- 
terday’s incorporation is at most only a 
preliminary step is borne out by a statement 
from the only man in Chicago who would 
admit knowledge of the néw company, John 
W. Dekay, secretary of the North American 
Beef company. He declared his interest in 
the United States concern and added that it 
was not a trust or combine. He said the 
company was a purely legitimate concern 
and had nothing whatever to do with the 
large local packing houses. Further than 
this. Mr. Dekay refused to say anything. 


Charter Grants Many Powers. 
The charter is granted with the under-

person, firm, or association, and to pay for 
these rights in cash, stock, or bonds of the 
corporation, or otherwise.”” The company is 
further empowered to conduct business in 
any of the states, territories, or colonies or 
dependencies of the United States, in the 


eign countries. 

Fifty per cent of the capital stock of the 
new concefn is preferred and 50 per cent 
common stock. The preferred stock may be 
issued and used ‘‘ when the board of directors 
shall determine,’ and shall entitle the holder 
thereof to receive out of the net earnings, 
and the corporation shall be bound to pay, a 
dividend at the rate of 1 per cent, but never 
exceeding 6 per cent, per-annum, payable 
semi-annually before any amount shall be 
set apart or paid on the common stock; pro- 
vided, however, that the dividend on the pre- 
ferred stock shall not be cumulative.”’ 


Details of Stock Plan. 

In the event of the liquidation or dissolu- 
tion of the corporation or the sale of all its 
property, the preferred stock shall not par- 
ticipate in the distribution of the assets on 
any basis other than that enjoyed by the 
common stock. The board of directors is 
authorized ‘‘ to hold its meetings out of orin 
the state of New Jersey, as they may wish, 
and the company may use and apply its sur- 
plus earnings or accumulated profits to the 
purchase or acquisition of property_as the 
board may determine.” 

The ** board of directors ”’ is veiled in mys- 
tery. The only names known in the trans- 
action are Horace D. Gould, Frederick K. 
Howard, and Kenneth McLaren, all clerksin 
the office of the Corporation Trust company 
of New Jersey. ‘

GLIOT CRIIC OF SCHOOLS 


PRESIDENT OF HARVARD ASSAILS 
SYSTEM OF EDUCATION. 


Labeor Controversies Declared a Result 


of the Failure of the Modern Plan— 
Universal Suffrage Held to Have 
Proven Faulty—Educator Says Lack 
of Intelligence Is Responsible for 
Drunkenness and Many Other 
Evils. 


New Haven, Conn., Oct. 17.—[Special.]— 
Great strikes and other labor troubles are 
a reflection on the intelligence of the Ameri- 
can people and an indication of the failure 
of the modern system of education in the 
public schools, according to Charlies W. 
Eliot, president of Harvard university, in an 
address here today. ‘ 

.That universal suffrage has proved a fail- 
ure also was insisted upon by President 
Eliot, who told of the bad government in 
large cities to prove his point. 


Other Evils Are Denounced. 


In his address, which was delivered before 
3,000 of the public school teachers of Con- 
necticut, President Eliot denounced the prev- 
alence of gambling, drinking, immoral the- 
aters, industrial strikes, riots, lynching, and 
yellow journalism. His address was at the 
annual state teachers’ convention, and he 
used the title, ‘‘ Why the Present Expendi- 
ture for the Public Schools is Too Small.”’ 
His attack on the evils he named was intro- 
duced as the result of imperfect educational 
facilities. He said: ; 

‘* That labor strikes should occur more and 
more frequently, and be more and more wide- 
spread, has been a serious disappointment in 
regard to the outcome of popular education. 
As we have all seen. the strike is often resort- 
ed to for reasons not made public, or at least 
not made public until after the strike has 
taken place. To use in industrial conflicts 
this weapon forged in secret is to exhibit an 
utter lack @f faith in the best means of rem- 
edy for industrial wrongs—namely: pub- 
licity. 

Publicity the Best Security. 

“When the capitalists or middlemen who 
resist a strike do so without publishing their 
reasons for the demonstration of lack of faith 
in publicity is complete. Yet publicity is the 
great security for democracy, the best weapon 
against political, social, industrial, commer- 
cial wrongdoing, and in the long run the 
most trustworthy means of political and 
social progress. 

“The industrial wars which so seriously 
diminish the productiveness and prosperity 


f the country are evidences that the com- 


mon schools have grappled unsuccessfully 
with the tremendous problem put before 


them; and this remark applies just as much 


to the employers as to the employed. When 
I use these industrial conflicts to illustrate 
the inadequacy of American schools I am 
impugning not the motives of the combat- 
ants but their intelligence, an intelligence 
which such education as the country sup- 
plied has left seriously defective. 


Universal Suffrage a Failure. 

oe it must be confessed that the results of 
universal suffrage are not in all respects 
what we should have expected from a peo- 
ple supposed to be prepared at school for an 
intelligent exertise of the suffrage. Our 
fathers expected that good government 
would flow from universal suffrage as natu- 
rally as the brook flows from its wooded 


observation that universal suffrage often 
produces bad government, especially in large 
cities. | 

“It is a reproach to popular education 
that the gravest crimes of violence are com- 
mitted in great number all over the United 
States, in the older states as well as the 
newer, by individuals and by mobs, and with 
a large meagure of impunity. The popula- 
tion produces a considerable number of burg- 
lars, robbers, rioters, lynchers, and murder- 
ers, and is not intelligent enough either to 
suppress or to exterminate these criminals. 

‘The nature of the daily reading matter 
supplied to the American public affords 
much ground for discouragement in regard 
to the results thus far obtained by the com- 
mon schools. Since one invaluable result 
of education is a taste for good reading, the 
purchase by the people of thousands of tons 
of reading matter which is not good in 
either form or substance shews that one 
great end of popular education has not been 
attained. 


Quality of Theaters Scored. 


** A similar unfavorable inference concern- 
ing popular education may be drawn from 
the quality of the popular theaters of today. 
The popular taste is for trivial spectacles, 
burlesques, vulgar vaudeville, extravaganza, 
and melodrama; and the stage often presents 
to unmoved audiences scenes and situations 
of an immoral or unwholesome sort. 

‘**For more than two generations of men 
we have been struggling with the vice of 
drunkenness, but have not yet discovered a 
successful method of dealing with it. The 
legislation of most of the states has been 
variable and in moral significance uncertain. 


Gambling an Unintelligent Vice. 
“The persistence of gambling in the 


United States is another disappointing thing 
to the advocates of popular education, for 


gambling is an extraordinarily unintelligent 


form of pleasurable excitement. It is a 
prevalent vice among all savage people, but 
one which a moderate cultivation of the in- 


telligence, a little foresight, and the least. 


sense of responsibility should be sufficient to 
eradicate. 

‘* Americans are curiously subject to med- 
ical‘ delusions. They are the greatest con- 
sumers of patent medicines in the known 
world, and the most credulous patrons of all 
sorts of ‘ medicine men’ and women, and of 
novel healing arts.”’ 


ROOSEVELT LIKES BIBLE TEXT. 


President Tells Church That Prays for 
Him That He Will Follow Ad- 
vice of Joshua. 

Brocton, Mass., Oct. 17.—[Special.]—When 
President Roosevelt was making up his mind 
what to do In regard to the coal strike, the 


Olivet church thought a few prayers would 


help him out. So this telegram was sent by 
the Rev. Ira E. David, pastor of the church: 

‘President Roosevelt, Waghington: You 
have the prayers of the Olivet church in this 
crisis. See Joshua i., 7.

Joshua i., 7 is as follows: 

“Only be strong and have courage to ob- 
serve, according to all the law, which Moses,

MANY TO FIGHT 
ENDING STRIKE. 


Local Unions Worried Over 
the Problem of the Men 
Now at Work in the 
Mines. 


SETTLEMENT IS LIKELY. 


tary Increase to Cut Short 
Work of President’s 
Commission. 


Philadelphia, Pa., Oct. 17.—[Special.J— 
Many rumors are afloat tonight regarding e 
settlement of the miners’ strike, some saying 
the men will not accept the offer and others 
deciaring it the plan of the operators to grant 
a voluntary increase in pay to head off a de- 
cision by President Roosevelt's commission. 

The doubt regarding the miners’ accept- 
ance of the arbitration scheme is due to the 
feeling over the nonunion men and whether 
the old workers will all get their places. 

There is also considerable sentiment in 
favor of the men in other lines, not members 
of the union, who went on strike to aid the 
miners and whose positions have been filled. 


Voluntary Increase Likely. 

There was a story tonight that the opera- 
tors would give the miners, through the 
commission, a 10 per cent increase in wages 
and adjust the minor grievances in order to 
forestall a long investigation. 

In the Pottsville district all the local unions 
today elected delegations, and while no in- 
structions were given, many of the delegates 
say they will refuse to follow the leaders in 
declaring for an acceptance of thé arbitra- 
tion proposal. The division appears to be 
along the same lines as prevailed béfore the 
Hazleton convention, when the strike was 
ordered last May. 

Pottsville, St. Clair, and the Schuylkill 
valley have thirteen locals, and the Miners- 
ville district has nineteen, making a total of 
thirty-two. These locals have fifty dele- 
gates ahd they will take a prominent part in 
the convention. 

The objection to arbitration is that it may 
take several months for the commissioners 
to make a decision, and in the meantime the 
miners would be working at the old rate. 


Want Aiders Protected. 

The engineers, pumnpmen, and firemen who 
went on strike last June at the command of ~ | | 
the mineworkers are threatened with the 
permanent loss of their positions. Their 
places have all been filled at mary of the 
collieries and the mine superintendents de- 
clare they will not now discharge the non- 
union men. When the firemen and pumpmen 
went on strike. President Mitchell promised — 
there would be no settlement without their . 
interests being eared for, and the delegates 
from this district will insist on this being 
done. 
‘According to the coal officials thelr wil be. 
no difficulty experienced in finding places for 
all hands. At the most, there are not over 
10,000 nohunion men in the whole region. 
About twenty-five thousand strikers have 
gone to other fields or out of the country, 
and many of them will never care to go back 
to the mines. 


Plenty of Work forAll. § 


These facts, coupled with the further fact 
that the mines will be worked to their fullest 
capacity for a long time to come, makes 
an argument that there will be no conflict 
between union and nonunion men because of 
the one crowding out the other. It is ad- 
mitted, however, that some of the old miners 
who were favored with choice positions pre- 
vious to the strike will have to take their 
chances with the others after resumption. 

The militia officers fear that when the men 
return to work there will be many clashes 
with those who took their places during the 
strike. 

Reports come from Scranton that several 
locals there have instructed their delegates 
to oppose acceptance unless the companies 
agree to drop the nonunion men. On the 
other hand, Hazleton reports that the fifty- 
five locals, representing district No. 7 of the 
United Mineworkers’ organization, which 
comprises all the striking mineworkers in 
the Hazleton region, held meetings this aft- 
ernoon and tonight and selected delegateer. 
While all the locals had not been heardfrom - 
up to a late hour tonight, enough reported

Thomas H. Watkins, the individual coal 
operator, who has been named on the arbi- 
tration commission by President Roosevelt, 
says that he accepts the offer, though it 
means great personal inconvenience. 


Preparing for Convention. 

Wilkesbarre, Pa., Oct. 17.—[{Special.]— 
Whether or not members of the minework- 
ers’ union will be reinstated in their old posi- 
tions. now *held by nonunion men, is now 
the only obstacle standing in the way of an 
absolute declaration for industrial peace in 
Pennsylvania by the convention that will 
open Monday at the Nesbitt theater in this 
city.

International Union Likely. 


One result of the big strike may be the 
bringing together of the mineworkers ofall 
nations in an international union, * That 
events are tending that way is shown in the 
ready aid extended to the anthracite strikers 
by the miners of Great Britain, France, and 
Germany, and even more so in the recent 
proffer of cotperation by the western fed- 
eration of miners to the extent of tying up 
the coal mines in the extreme west, south- 
west, and Canada if it would aid the men 
who were fighting in eastern Pennsylvania. 

The same thought was suggested tonight 
‘by Father Curran, but in a different connec- 
tion, wheh tn a statement he referred to the 
‘clasping of hands of labor across the sea ina 
world combine. 

From now until Sunday the strikers will 
be busy electing delegations for the,conven- 
tion. If President Mitchell's inetructions are 
carried out the men chosen will be instructed 
‘and ready to vote on the propositich as soon 
as it comes before them. It is believed. here 

- that the action will be for the acceptance of 
the arbitration proposition of President 

’ Roosevelt, and that the business of the con- 
vention will be conducted with quickness and 
dispatch, so that the men can go back by 
‘Thursday. . 


_»,. Companies Are Making Ready. 


The companies today began active prep- 
arations toward resumption. Mules were 
‘taken from the pastures and sent into the 
‘workings. Pumps are being put into opera- 
‘tion, props and brattice timber hauled to the 
mines, and as much work being done as is 
‘possible with the limited force of workmen 
available. 

It will take upwards of a week to get the 
collieries that have suffered least from the 
strike in full working order with a maximum 
output, while some will not be in shape for 
periods varying from six weeks to six 
months. . Not more than 89 per cent will be 
in good condition inside of a week. . 

President Mitchell was in good spirits to- 
day, but had nothing to say for publication 
as to the public action of the convention. 
The district presidents and board members 
have gone to their respective homes for Sun- 
day. National Secretary-Treasurer Wilson 
and “ Mother’ Jones also left the city, the 
former to visit his family at Blossburg, the 
latter to make some addresses in Boston. 
They will return in time for the convention. 


‘No Work for Militia. 


The state troops are having an eesy time 
of it and are expecting to hear of the with- 
drawal of a portion of the division at any 
day. Maj. Gen. Miller and Brig. Gen. Gobin 
refuse to predict when the homeward move- 
ment of the soldiers will begin. It is not un- 
likely that the entire division will remain in 
the fleld until after the strikers return to 
work. Gen. Gobinsaid today reports of petty 
acts of violence, such as the throwing of 
stones at men going to work, afe still being 
reported to him. 


‘Nicholls Denies Opposition. 

Scranton, Pa., Oct. 17.—District President 
Nicholls today denied a published report 
that he was at the head of a movement to 
oppose the acceptance of the operators’ 
proposition. ‘“‘ This report,’’ said Mr. Nich- 
ollg this evening, “is doing no end of mis- 
chief... It. has caused our men to view the 
proposition with suspicion, and when they 
suspected it they.commenced to look for the 
flaws which they supposed I had found in it. 

**T have heard of locals in different places, 
being disposed to vote against the proposi- 
tion, and I must admit it is causing some 
worry at headquarters. I am satisfied, how- 
ever, that the convention will accept the

“I want it stated that the report that I 
am opposed to the proposition is absolutely 
false and without foundation.

MITCHELL SCORES THE OWNERS 


President of Mineworkers Tells Roose- 
welt His Personal Opinion of the 
Anthracite Operators. . 


Washington, D. C., Oct. 17.—[{Special.]— 
President John Mitchel! of the united minc- 
* workers today expressed his real opinion of 
the mine owners. In a letter to President 
Roosevelt replying to the official notification 
of the appointment of the arbitrators to 
settle the coal strike, Mr. Mitchell answers, 
in dignified but forcible words, the charges 
or anarchy and lawlessness made by the 
operators at the first conference at the 
White house, on Oct. 3.

Presi- 
dent Roosevelt's telegram was as follows: 

“ White House, Washington, D. C., Oct. 16, 
1902,—Mr,..John Mitchell, President United

I have appointed as commissioners Brig. 
Gen. John M. Wilson, Mr. E. Ww. Parker, 
Judge George Gray, Mr. E. E. Clark, 
Mr. Thomas H. Watkins, and Bishop John 
L. Spalding, with the Hon. Carroll D. 
Wright. as recorfier. These names are ac- 
cepted by the operators, and I now most 

“earnestly ask and urge that the miners like- 
wise accept this commission.

Our gratitude is 
due to you and to the American people and 
the press, who have supported you and us 
in the long struggle which we hope is now 
about to ‘close. 

“ During all these long months, in which 
our motives have been impugned and our 
characters maliciously assailed, we have 
refrained from saying any word or taking 
any action which would tend to render recon- 
ciliation more difficult, but now it becomes 
a duty to defend ourselves against the slan- 
ders which have been heaped upon up and 
to proclaim that wé have from the first 
favored practically the method which is 
new employed to break the deadlock. 

“Tr our proffer of arbitration or impar- 
tial investigation had been. accepted six 
months ago instead of now there need have 
been no strike. We have been 80 eager, Mr. 
President, to respond to the people’s de- 
mand for coal, that during the progress of 
the strike we have more than once offered 
arbitration, but we have invariably been 
met with the reply, ‘We will not permit 
outsiders to dictate to us in the manage- 
ment of our affairs. We have nothing to ar- 


bitrate.’ 
Operators Taught a Lesson. 


“ Now that the managers of the companies 
have been compelled by you and a thorough- 
ly aroused public conscience to recede from 
this position, we are proud that the firm- 
ness and the heroic endurance of our men 
and women in support of their rights and of 
a vital American principle have won the vic- 
tory. 
“The. poor, underpaid mineworkers of 
these coal regions, who toil hard from early 
morning until late at night for a livelihood, 
nobly. supported by organized labor in this 
and other lands, have taught these corpora- 
tion managers a useful lesson in civic and 

lal duty. 

We over these tributes to the dig- 
nity of labor, because it is the triumph of 
right and of good public policy. We do not, 
however, exult over our opponents; we ap- 
peal to them now, as we have from the first, 
to turn their eyes to the future, and to,co- 
operate with us in an effort to establish bet- 
ter relations between employer and em- 
ployé, and for the advantage of both. 


Forgive Insults of Operators. 


“We forgive them their arrogant refusal 
to deal with us, and in this hour when they 
are forced to acknowledge their inability to 
operate their mines without our consent and 
codperation, we hold out the right hand of 
friendship and ask them to join with us 
in securing amicable relations and whole- 
some conditions in this region. 

We forgive them even the false accusa- 
tions which. they have made against us. 
They charged us with being criminals, riot- 
ers, and anarchists, and our organization 
they denounced as ‘lawless and irrespon- 

“They know and did know that their. 
charges were untrue and without foundation 
in fact; they knew that every officer of the 
United Mineworkers of America, from the 
president down, has constantly urged upon 
its membership the imperative need of re- 
specting the law; that ‘ every man who com- 
mits a deed of violence is an enemy to our 
eause’ has been our. watchword. 

“Despite these. admonitions, supported 
with all our influence, there have been a 
few crimes and a number of misdemeanors 
chargeable to ‘those’ on strike. ~ But, Mr. 
President, we make the unqualified declara- 
tion that the imported guardians of law and 
order, the companies’ coal and iron police, 
have committed more unprovoked murders 
during this strike than. can be charged to 
the great army of men who have been in 
idleness for the last five months. We have 
repeatedly, and in language not suscepti- 
ble of misconstruction, condemned trans- | 
gresaions of law on the part. of those on 
strike; we challenge the coal’ companies to 
point to one public utterance on their part 
in which they have éven deprecated acts 
of violence committed by their hired guards. 


Insulted as President’s Guests. 


“We declare that it was unfair and un- 
manly for the coal road presidents to insult 
us while we were your guests, and charge 
our organization with responsibility for acts 
of lawlessness during the strike. It would 
be just as logical to chargé the American 
army in the Philippines with being an army 
of murderers, torturers, and. robbers be- 
cause a few crimes were committed by sol- 
diers there. Until the millennium there wil! 
be crimes in every community, and human 
nature is the same, no better and no. worse, 
among the half million people dependent 
upon us in the coal fields as it is everywhere 
in our country.’ 

“The pretense of the operators that they 
were unable to produce coal use intimi- 
dation kept from work men who were willing 
to work has been proven false by the fact 
that the protection which they demanded 
has decreased rather than increased the 
>~umber of men mining coal. 

“A hundred thousand troops could. not 
have enabled the operators to start their 
mines, for the simple reason that the men 
who work them are members of the United 
Mineworkers of America, men who were de- 
termined to stand to the last for their right 
to organize and through their organization 
to demand better wages and improved condi- 
tions of employment. 

“ Deprivation, misrepresentation, and 
troops together were not sufficient to drive 
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miners. We have never made demands be-

Operators Forced to Arbitrate.. 

‘The operators declared that they would 
have nothing to do with the United Mine- 
workers of America, but they have found It 
necessary to recognize the power of the Unit- 
ed Mineworkers of America, through you, 
Mr. President, and to seek terms’of peace 
which will enable them to resume their busi- 
ness of mining and seHing coal. 

“The recognition of our strength thus 
forced. upon the operators by stern necessity 
we exult over,not in any narrow spirit,but be- 
cause we believe it marks a forward step to- 
ward a new era. Upon the foundations laid 
through war we are ready to join with them 
in building for better conditions and a long 
and lasting peace. The United Mineworkers 
of America, since its organization ‘in the an- 
thracite field,-has constantly sought to 
tablish: 

*“ First—Fair wages and just conditions of . 
labor, conditions just to both operators and

Union, Proud of Its Record. 


‘Our organization, by the same methods 
which we have proposed here, has secured 
just such relations and just: such results in 
the coal fields of the country. Organization, 
like an individual, must stand upon what it 
has done and the life it has lived. We irivite 
scrutiny and investigation of our record and 
character. In the soft coal fields ‘we have 
joint conferences with the operators,-and 
with them we adjust’ differences, we sign 
joint agreements, together we preserve disci- 
pline, settle disputes, and maintain harmony 
and stability inthe trade. 

“We have asked the anthracite operators. 
to inquire of the soft coal operators how well 
they are pleased with their business rela- 
tions with us, whether or not we keep agree- 
ments and render’ satisfactory service for 
wages paid to our members. - One. business 
man might thus learn of another what its the 
character of our organization. ‘ 

‘‘Many soft coal operators have publicly 
declared that they would not dispense with 
‘our codperation, and would deem it a disaster 
if compelled to get back to the chaotic con- 
ditions which existed when their labor was 
unorganized. 

‘* Upon our past record we are willing to 
stand or fall. We have, time and time again, 
invited the anthracite operators ‘to adopt 
these business: methods and to: deal with us 
on this basis. Despite repeated rebuffs we 
persisted, but they resented any! attempt 
upon our part to organize their’ employés; 
they refused our overtures for amicable dis-. 
cussion and possible satisfactory adjustment 
of wage differences in joint cqnference. They 
réfused to-have any dealings with their em- 
ployés except-as individuals; they refused 
concessions and refused-arbitration; they put’ 
their backs against the wall of prejudice and 
their faces arbitrarily against progress; they 
thought themselves stronger than the great 
union principle which is making ‘such strides 
throughout the world; that while combining 
‘their corporations and pooling their intérests 
in hard and fast alliance they could ‘deny 
the men who worked for them the right'to 
organize and speak through ‘their organiza- 
tion.: 1? 

Justified by False Piea. 

“When the inevitable, conflict came on 
they attempted to justify themselves upon 
the false plea that ours is an irresponsible 
organization; when we demonstrated our 
responsibility. and reliability they then.as- 
serted that we were a lawless organization 
which was dominating by violence.. When 
society attempted to interfere ‘to settle the 
strike they declared their divinely appointéd 
right to jet alone. When representatives 
of national and state governments tried‘ to 
mediate they resented such ‘meddling by 
politicians.’ But, thanks.to you, Mr. Presi-' 
Gent, and to the power of public‘opinion, they 
have been brought to a realization of the fact 
that the interests or welfare of the Ameri- 
can people carmot be ignored with impunity. 

* By the eminent tribunal which you have 
named we have confidence that justice will 
be done our people. We are glad to havea 
chance to appear before such a court, em- 
powered to consider and dispose of all ques- 
tions at issue. First among these is the de- 
mand of the mineworkers for incteased 
wages and a reduction in the hours of labor: 
second ‘is the relations Which ought to exist 
between the employers and the organization 
which the men have formed and which they 
authorize to speak for them. : 

“From this arbitration we hope and ‘be- 
lieve will come a complete, satisfactory, and 
permanent solution of the troubles. which. 
have vexed the anthracite field’ from time 
immemorial. JouN

sociation at’ Pittsburg Declares Mo- 
nopoly Will Hurt Producer. | 


Pittsburg, Pa.,- Oct.: 17.—[Special.]—The - 
feature of today’s session of the National 
Live. Stock asgociation,-which opened its 
annual convention here today, was the ad- 
dress of J. B. BlancHard of Omaha, in which 
lie attacked the proposed beef trust.

$900 alleged to have been asked for previously 
was not enough, and wanted $500 more. Mrs. 
Hickey protested she had no more money. 
The negotiations were overheard by Hirsh 
and Lavin, and resulted in the arrests. 

The prisoners deny the charges against 
them. Their hearing has been set for next 
Tuesday before Judge Brentano. 

‘‘The thing Iam complaining about is that 
Sergeant Tetford‘ worked’ me to get Hickey 
back to Chicago,’’ said Chief O’Neill. “*‘ He 
came to me with a story that the man was 
wanted for a burglary, but the complainant 
was too poor to put up the necessary money 
to* have ‘him returned to the city, and so I 
advanced the cash myself.”

000 beauty,” has not depreciated with age—

Coming of the Tempter.

GRADE CROSSING POLICEMAN 
RUN DOWN BY A TRAIN. 


Owen Bowen, Twelve Years at Taylor 
Street and Tracks, Meets Death at 
Gates of Mount Olivet Cemetery. 


‘Killed by a train while gatting off another 
one moving im the opposite direction was the 
fate yesterday of Policeman Owen Bowen, 
who for twelve years had faithfully guarded 
one of the most dangerous grade crossings 
in the city. The accident occurred at the 
gates of Mount Olivet cemetery on the Grand 
Trunk railway, where the policeman had 
gone to be pallbearer at the funeral of a 
friend. 

After the funeral Bowen stepped aboard 
the funeral train as it went by, switching 
for the inbound track, and had ridden less 
than ten yards when he changed his mind 
and stepped off, intending to return to the 
station platform. At that moment a switch 
engine passed in the opposite direction and 
struck him. He was unconscious when 
picked up and remained so until he died in 
the patrol wagon on the way to the hospital, 
after being removed from the train at the 
Halsted street depot. 

A man thought to be George EH. O’Brien 
of St. Louls was struck and almost instantly 
killed last evening while attempting to cross 
the Pan-Handle railroad tracks at Ann 
street. In one of his pockets was found a let-

Convention at East St. Louis: Op. 
jects to Prison Competition 
and’ Wants-New Law. 


(BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT. 

East St. Louis, Ill., Oct. 17.—[Special.]—By- 
a unanimous vote polled today the Illinots 
State Federation of Labor urged its 400,009 
men to refuse support to the state militia 
and, if now in the service, to withdraw tm. 
mediately. The order will affect > 
ment in the state, especially those recruited 
from the country districts. 

The plea came in the form of a resolution, 
and it was adopted during a scene of wild en. 
thusiasm. Not a voice was raised in protest 
and not.a word of praise was heard for the 
national guard. It was branded as a“ foeto 
organized labor,’”’ “‘a tool of the capitalist,” 
and “ menace to liberty.’’ 

When the resolution was read by W. D. 
Ryan of the United Mine Workers of Ameri- 
ca delegates in all parts of the hall clamored | 
for the floor. J. Smith of Quincy was recog. 
nized and promptly outlined reasons for the 
condemnation. 

** Plans are now on foot to take the militia 
from state to state,”’ heseaid. “ If this suc- 
ceeds we have two great armies in the coun- 
try. If this succeeds we and our sons may 
be forced to guard the interests inimical to 
our welfare. If we refuse we can be arrested 
and tried. If we obey we are breaking oaths 
and promises. 


Militia Tool of Capitalists. 


“The militia today is the tool of the cap- 
italists. It is composed of our blood apd 
bone. It fights our interests. It divides our 
homes. It is a menace to liberty and a foe 
to organized labor. It has shed bur blood, 
and will continue to do s0, but do not Iet us 
allow its acts to be committed by those of 
our kin.” |

‘* Whereas, the state militia, as organized 
at the present time, is being used constantly 
by capitalists thnoughout the entire country 
as an auxiliary police force against organ- 
ized labor; and 

‘“‘ Whereas, it is a lamentable fact that 
the greater percentage of the rank and file 
composing these military bodies are drawn 
from the ranks of organized labor, and are 
willfully violating the obligation taken ty 
them as union men, since it demands of 
them to injure their fellow workers, jis 
dered to do so; therefore, be it ‘ 

Resolved, That the IlMnois State Federa- 
tion of Labor does hereby urge upon thé 
delegates assembled at this conventton, and, 
through them, their constituents, to abso 
lutely decline membership in any body or 
bodies military in character that can be 
used for the subjugation of the laboring 
element, and, if now members, that they 
immediately resign.”’ 


Object to Prison Labor.

BRITISH SUBJECTS ARE ANGRY. 


‘Harsh Administration of Federal Con- 
stitution Causes Rioting in New 
South Wales. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

SYDNEY, N. 8. W., Oct. 17.—The exasper- 
ation against the working of the federal 
constitution reached a climax today, when 
riotous demonstrations were made against 
Prime Minister Barton, who has been hooted 
on the streets here in consequence of the gen- 
eral discontent of the crowd with the gov- 
ernment. 

The immediate cause of the troubles is 
the harsh administration of the federal) tar- 
iff. Merchants are taken to the police 
counts and fined for trivial clerical errors, 
such as describing imported condensed: milk 
as coming from Switzerland instead of Nor- 
way.

‘Hicks family, was tried, sentenced, and 
hanged within two hours today. A mob sur- 
rounded the courthouse. Buchanan pleaded 
guilty. He was sentenced to be hanged on 
Nov. 17. The-mob demanded that he be 
hanged atonce. The negro, in order to pre- 
vent a battle between the mob and the five 
companies of militia guarding him, agreed to 
waive his right to thirty days more of life, 
and was hanged in the presence of the mob. 

Buchanan was brought to Nacogdoches 
under the protection of five companies of 
militia. Sheriff Spradiey told the people 
he would be given a speedy trial. The town 
began to fill up rapidly and the excitement 
was intense. The telegraph wires were cut, 
the railroad tracks were torn up for a short 
distance, and it was announced that an at- 
tempt would be made to get possession of 
Buchanan. 

District court was at once convened, a 
jury was impaneled, and the negro’s plea of 
guilty was aceepted by the court. Thejudge 
ordered that the death sentence be executed 
Nov. i7, but the crowd announced it would 
have no delay. Buchanan then waived the 
thirty days allowed him by law and was 
hanged by Sheriff Spradley in the jail yard 
in the presence of a large crowd. 

Ten days ago the bodies of Farmer Hicks, 
his wife, and daughter were found in the 
Hicks home. A week later Jim Buchanan 
was arrested and confessed. A mob pur- 
sued the sheriff with the intention of se- 
curing the negro and burning him at the 
stake. The officers succeeded in spiriting 
the negro away to the parish jail at Shreve- 
port. Buchanan was next taken to the jail at 
Henderson and a company of militia was or- 
dered out. Two more companies of militia 
were dispatched to Henderson and saved him.

Cousin of Goy. Odell Kills 


Two Men and Commits 
Suicide. 


RESULT OF A SHORTAGE. 


Former President of Company 
Says ‘He Will Settle, and Then 
Uses His Pistol. 


New York, Oct. 17.—[Special.]—Wiliam 


@. Turner, former president and treasurer 


ef the Climax Bottling company, today shot 
and killed W. J. Mallard, secretary and 
treasurer of the company, and Robert Hamil-. 
ton, its president, and then killed himself. 

A second revolver, loaded in every cham- 
ber, was found in Turner's pocket, and it is 
believed he planned to take more lives than 
he did. 

The shooting was caused by a quarrel be- 
tween the three men over an alleged shortage 
in Turner's accounts, for which he was 
threatened with criminal prosecution. The 
tragedy was enacted in the offices of the law 
firm of Cantor, Adams & Mcintyre, in the 
heart of the Wall street district, during the 
busy noon hour. 


Cousin of Gov. Odell. 


Turner, who was 45 years old and lived at 
Mount Vernon, N. Y., a suburb of this city, 
was a cousin of Gov. Odell of this state. The 
head of the law firm in whose offices the 
shooting took place is President Cantor of 
the borough of Manhattan. 


Soon after the shots were heard in the : 


office building a rumor was started that the 
borough president had been killed. = 

All the principals in the tragedy were mar- 
ried. Mallard was 36 years old, a native of 
Atlanta, Ga., where he was well known in 
business and social circles. He was presi- 
dent of the Young Men’s Democratic club 
there. He had been in this city about four 
years and lived with his wife and two chil- 
dren in an uptown fiat. 


Summoned from Pittsburg. 

Mr. Hamilton lived in Pittsburg, where he 
was president of the J. T. & A. Hamilton 
glass factories. He was 60 years old. He 
arrived in this city yesterday in response 
to a telegram from Turner, received at Pitts- 
burg, which said: é 

‘‘ Meet me in New York Friday and I will 
settle with you.”’ 

The three men met in the law offices by ap- 
pointment to allow Turner to make a par- 
tial settlement, and he was asked for a cer- 
tified check. ‘‘I have it,’’ he said, and then 
he closed the door of the room. 

An instant later Turner drew a revolver 
and began firing. Mallard fell, shot through 
the heart, and Hamilton lived only a few 
minutes. A number of other persons who 
were in the room, clerks and members of the 
firm, fled in panic. 

After killing Hamilton and Mallard, Tur- 
ner shot himself in the head. Some minutes 
later, hearing no more shots, the persons 
who fled ventured back Into the room, and 
found the three bodies. 


Shortage Found in Accounts. 


Turner retired as president of the Climax 
Bottling company last April, when he was 
bought out by Hamilton. After the sale it 
was discovered in examining the books of 
the concern that there was a shortage of 
$5,100 in Turner’s accounts. 

The Ciimax company engaged John F. Mec- 
Intyre, former assistant district attorney, 
and M. Goodman, both of the firm in whose 
office the shooting took place today, to effect 
a settlement with Turner, and he engage 
Edgard Leventritt to represent his ae 
ests. Some difficulty had. been met with in 
the negotiations which followed between 
the lawyers, but it was finally agreed to ac- 
cept $2,700 and give Turner a release in full. 
Last night it was agreed that the settlement 
should take place in the office of Cantor, 
Adams & Mcintyre today at 11 o’clock. 


Asks McIntyre to Attend. 


Before he left the conference last night 
Turner insisted that Mr. McIntyre be present 
at today’s meeting, and Mr. McIntyre said 
after the shooting that he did not like Tur- 
ner’s manner yesterd*v, as the latter seemed, 
in his opinion, to bea. himself recklessly and 
with the demeanor of a man who might do al- 
most-any desperate act. 

At the appointed hour today Turner, with 
his lawyer, entered the law offices. Mr. 
Goodman ushered the two men into the pri- 
vate office of Mr. Adams. Leventritt, ib is 
said, told Turner to remain outside. Turner 
refused, saying he wanted to close the mat- 
ter at once. Turner immediately after en- 
tering asked for Mr. McIntyre, and showed 
anger when told he would not be at the con- 
ference. 


Into Private Office. 
Negotiations for a settlement began at 


once, Messrs. Hamilton, Mallard, and Good- | 


man and Adams being present, besides 
Turner and his attorney. The conference at 
first was in the firm’s general offices, but 
later Mallard asked to see Mr. Adams and 
Mr. Hamilton in Adams’ private office, 
Turner having refused certain propositions. 

While the conference in the private office 
was going on Turner walked in. He was 
asked for his check to be used in the set- 
tlement, and Turner: said: Yes, I'll let 
you have it.”” Then Turner closed the door 
of the office. He was facing Mr. Mallard, 
who had asked him ‘for the check. 

An instant after he had shut the door 
Turner drew a revolver, and, pointing it at 
Mallard, said: ‘I will kill you, you ——— 
~——."" Then he fired two shots at Mallard. 


Clerks Flee from Room. 


Instantly there was a wild scramble on the 
part of the others in the room. All except 
Hamilton dashed for the door, but Hamilton 
when Turner fired, sprang at him. Turner 
was too quick for him, however, and, drop- 
ping his weapon to a level with his victim's 
breast, fired. 

There is no witness to what followed. Mr 
Leventritt, at the first appearance of the re- 
volver, rushed out of the room, leaving his 
hat behind him. Goodman followed Leven- 
tritt, and Adams.jumped‘to his feet as soon 
as Mallard was shot, brushed past Turner 
and got out of the office. As they left the 
room more shots were heard, followed by two 
cheavy falls. | 

There was consternation in the office. 
Clerks, boys, and several women employés 
were for a few minutes too frightened to do 
anything. 

When persons connected with t - 
fices ventured back into the room telly alse 
the three bodies lying close together. On 
Turner's body was found an unsigned tele- 
gram reading: | 

“Telephone message received. Wil] ac- 
ane $2,700 either from Hamilton or Mal- 

a Med 

On Turner's body the coroner a 
certified check for $2,700. The 
garded as throwing a peculiar light on the 
case, for it is thought to indicate that Turner 
went to the offices with the probable inten- 
tion of paying the sum of money which was 
to have settled the difficulty. If he dia in- 
tend to pay, it is argued, he changed his mind 
suddenly and decided to kill.

SHAW ISSUES BOND ORDER 


FROM CHICAGO HE DIRECTS PUR-/| 


CHASE OF 4 PER CENTS. 


Following Instructions from Their 
Chief in This City, the Treasury Of- 
ficials at Washington Publish the 
Formal Call—Payment of 137 3-4, 
with Interest to Date, Is Authorised 
—Secretary Says Banks in Several 
Cities Are Below Reserve Limit. 


Secretary of the Treasury Leslie M. Shaw 
yesterday issued the official order providing 
for the purchase of 4 per cent bonds of the 
loan of 1925. He authorized the payment for 
them at the gate of 137% and interest to date 
of 

The order was sent out from Chicago upon 
the arrival of the secretary from Indiana 
yesterday morning. As outlined in the New 
York dispatches to THE TRIBUNE, bonds on 
which payments aggregating $20,650,000 al- 
ready had been offered. Other bonds may be 
presented today, and until the close of busi- 
ness on Monday to the treasury department, 
division of loans and currency, or at the sub- 
treasuries in Chicago and New York. 

Following is the official statement issued 
by the treasury department upon instruc- 
tions from Chicago: 

By virtue of the authority contained in sec. 3,604 
of the revised statutes, notice is hereby given that 
this department will purchase for the sinking fund 
on Friday and Saturday; the 17th and 18th inst., 
any United States 4 per cent bonds of the loan of 
1925 and pay for them at the rate of 137% and in- 
terest to date of purchase. The department will 
also receive the same class of bonds on Monday, 
the 20th inst., and pay for them as purchased the 


18th. 


Prepaid interest and missing coupons will be de- 
ducted at the face value thereof from the purchase 


price of the bonds,” As the books of this loan are 
‘now closed against transfers, 


the interest poe 
Nov. 1 on registered bonds, upon which inte 
has not aba gortt will also be deducted and 
will be paid in the usual way by check to the order 
of the.owner of record. 

Registered bonds should be assigned in due form 
to the ‘‘secretary of the treasury for purchase, 
and the assignment should be dated and witnessed 
by one of the officers named in the note printed on 
the back of the bonds. | : 

Bonds may be presented at this department, di- 
vision of loans and currency, or at the office of the 
assistant treasurer of the United States at New 


York, 
Banks Below Reserve Limit. 

After wiring his instructions to Washing- 
ton Secretary Shaw said he had no means of 
determining the exact amount of bonds that 
would. be delivered to the treasury on his 
proposition. 

‘* Conditions which have made the purchase 
of bonds a able are by no means local. 
The September statement of the national 
banks revealed the fact that the banks in 
several of the cities of the country were 
somewhat below the legal reserve limit. 
While the money which will be released 
through the purchase of government bonds 
will’ at first go largely to eastern holders, 
it will naturally find its way soon into all 
the channels of trade.” 


Fear Caused Syndicate to Act. 

John Farson, a member of the bond syn- 
dicate, speaking of the reason which im- 
pelled the syndicate to make an effort to.in- 
duce the secretary of the treasury to pur- 
chase government bonds, said: 

‘‘On account of local conditions in New 
York, where money had been so freely 
loaned in the stock market, I, together with 
other membérs of the syndicate, was appre- 
hensive lest the western people, who are 
now needing large amounts of money on 
account of the activity in business in this 
section of the country, would not only draw 
from New York the money actually needed 
but in addition would call for more than 
their legitimate needs, because of the grow- 
ing feeling of uneasiness over the Wall street 
situation. Because of this state of affairs 
we urged the secretary to purchase a block 
of government bonds, believing that was the 
only way to get sufficient money out of the 
treasury afford relief. Mr. Shaw has 
finally yielded to our request. He is not at 
all in sympathy with Wall street, but he 
does propose to do all in his power to safe- 
guard the legitimate business interests of 
the country.”’ 


Act Brings Adequate Relief. 
The news that Secretary Shaw had de- 


cided to purchase government bonds for the 


sinking fund was received with the greatest 
satisfaction in Chicago banking circles. 
Leading bankers, not only in this city but 
al! over the country, have contended that 
such a course was the only. one calculated 
to afford the money market relief that-wouid 
come anywhere near the point of adequacy. 
Money has continued to pile up in the treas- 
ury at a time when it is greatly needed by 
trade interests in all sections, and the meas- 
ures which up to the present have bean 
adopted with a view to releasing a portion 
“+ these funds have been practically fruit- 
ess. 

Secretary Shaw left in the afternoon for 
Warsaw, Ind., where he spoke last night, 
He will speak tonight at Detroit, Tuesday 
night at Milwaukee, and Wednesday night at 
Minneapolis, then at Watertown and Yank- 
ton, S..D., Wayne and Omaha, Neb. He 
will spend the last week in Iowa under the 
auspices of the state committee, closing the 
campaign at Des Moines Monday night be- 
fore election.

PEEL RELIEVED. 


Trepidation Over Financial 
‘Outlook Expelled: by Shaw’s 
Bond Purchases. 


BANKS ARE STILL UNEASY 


John W. Gates Demonstrates His 
Power in Wall Street 
Stock Market. 


{BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT. ] 

New York, Oct. 17:—[Spectal.]—In the last 
two days money has worked distinctly easier 
and this has resulted in a feeling of security 
among large interests. The stock market 
has been allowed to expand in the general 
good feeling resulting from the prospective 
and actual purchase of government bonds 
and the prospective settlemefit of the strike. 

Before the bond purchase plan was figured 
out there was absolute trepidation In quar- 
ters where great wealth is controlled. Mon- 
ey could scarcely, be had at any figure 
through fear of expected demands from the 
west. But now the change of sentiment is 
significant because it exists with those who 
contrgl, as much as may be, the loca! money 
situation. 

Banking sentiment-is, however, not repre- 
sented in the two days’ advance in securi- 
ties. Powerful bull leaders got into the 
market with surplus funds which did not 
have to be borrowed and started matters 
going. Opinion at the banks, though, is for 
conservatism. Commission houses close to 
leading interests are not as yet buying se- 
curities. They feel it is too early and that 
there are days of reckoning in money yet to 


come 
Shaw’s Act Potent Factor. 


The most potent factor in the matter of 
general relief has been Secretary Shaw's 
bond purchase. Today he was warmly com- 
mended in banking circles, and many mes- 
sages were wired to him, all of a compli- 
mentary and’ appreciative character. It is 
felt that his act will have universal influence 
for good. 

The persons who feel this way are not 
those whose opinions are based on security 
prices. It is the substantial view of men 
who keep in touch with business conditions 
in almost every state in. the union. They 
are to the financial situation what the train 
dispatcher is to a railroad system. They 
familiarize themselves with every weak and 
strong spot in the situation, and it is their 
judgment that nothing short of a money 
panic has been averted. 

The lesson learned within the last three 
weeks through overexpansion in the stock 
market will be permanent for the remainder 
of this year. 

It turns out that Frank A. Vanderlip, vice 
president of the National City bank, was the 
person consulted by Secretary Shaw in Wash- 
ington with reference to the latter’s plans 
for affording relief. The National City bank 
and the bond houses readily cotjperated with 
the secretary, and a matter of international 
importance was concluded. 

Time loans were made today freely at 
6 per cent plus a commission, making a 
rate equivalent to 6%. Sterling exchange, 
after some weakness, firmed up. The bank- 
ing houses which have been securing for- 
eign money on sales of sterling bills lose no 
cpportunity to cover their contracts when- 
ever the exchange market shows signs of 
weakness. Interest rates abroad today were 
considerably firmer, but, in the era of relief 
and congratulation existing here, what for- 
eigners were doing was temporarily over- 
looked, | 


Gates Demonstrates His Power. 


John W. Gates has demonstrated his ex- 
traordinary power in the stock market. It 
may bée remembered that Mr. Gates’ firm 
had a big lot of money turned into it last 
Wednesday. Those who are fond of guess- 
ing without much information as a base 
figured Gates’ profits at $18,000,000. There 
is good reason to believe this $18,000,000 was 
not allowed to stand still any longer than it 
could be made available, and the course of 
prices in stocks shows where a good part of 
the plunger’s profits have gone. 

Those who have never observed Mr. Gates 
in action can hardly havea conception of the 
way he goes at a stock market. Thousands 
of shares are ordered bought and sold every 
few minutes. He spends his money after 
the manner of the advice of Robert Ingersoll, 
which was as if money were as fallen leaves 
and he were the owner of unbounded forests. 


Forecast of Bank Statement. 


There is little of certainty to be said of 
tomorrow’s bank statement. Known move- 
ments of money show a small gain in favor 
of the banks. Some large interests are now 
inclined to improve the money market, and it 
is possible the showing may be an unex- 
pectedly good one. Predictions, however, 
are much in the nature of a hazard. 
According to general report the use of 
electric trains on the Sixth avenue line of the 
Manhattan Elevated has brought a large 
increase in travel.

|NEW PRESIDENT WOMEN’S STATE FEDERATION. 


Mrs. Eugenie M. Bacon of Decatur, who yesterday was elected president of the 
State Federation of Women's Clubs, is a charter member of the Decatur Woman's 
club. In the Decatur club she has held the offices of secretary, treasurer, ‘vice president, 
and president. In the National Federation of Women's Clubs she has been chairman 
of correspondence for Illinois, and in the State Federation she has held temporarily the 
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eplleptics upon the model of the New York 
institution.”’ 


Diploma Mills for Nurses. 

One of the sensations of the convention de- 
veloped when Mrs, Hutchinson, president of 
the Trained Nurses’ association, announced 
the existence in Chicago of five diploma mills 
for graduate nursing degrees. Mrs. Hutchin- 
son declared that hundred of nurses were ed- 
ucated for nursing by six menths’ corre- 
spondence courses, and urged that the lives 
of the sick are imperiled by the large prac- 
tices of these untrained caretakers. : 

*“*I do not care to reveal the names of the 
bogus institutions,’’ said Mrs. Hutchinson, 
“but doctors recognize the peril of their ex- 
istence as well as the graduate nurses. The 
sole qualification for nursing as described 
by some of them is the possession of a sym- 
pathetic nature; the sole object of nursing 
is stated to be jhe making of money.” 


Examining Board for Nurses. 

Mrs. Hutchinson ,announced that the 
Trained Nurses’ association had formulated 
a bill for presentation to. the next general 
assembly calling for the establishment of 
an examining board of nurses. This board, 
the bill provides, shall be composed of six 
graduate nurses of recognized standing, to 
be appointed by the governor. Each ap- 
pointee must be indorsed -by three physi- 
cians. An objection was made to the ap- 
pointment of the board by the governor. 

Nongraduate nurses under the bill will 
not be prevented from praeticing the pro- 
fession, but they will be prohibited from 
posing as graduate nurses. 

The proposed bill provides that candidates 
for examinations shall be above the age of 
21 years, shall have graduated from a train- 
ing school of good standing, and shall have 
certificates of good moral character. The 
bill was indorsed by the convention and 
the delegates were pledged to work inits be- 
half. 

The cpnvention was adjourned after the 
presentation of the officers-elect.

KENTUCKY RAILROAD COMMIS-

Proposal to Consolidate the Louisville 
and Nashville, Southern Railway, 
and Other Raltilroad Lines in the 
Blue Grass State Will Be Attacked 
Before the Interstate Commission at 
Washington, D. C.—Claim Made That 


All Competition Will Be Destroyed. | 


Louisville, Ky., Oct. 17.—The state railroad 
commission tonight forwarded to the inter- 
state commerte commission at Washington 
formal complaint against the alleged con- 
selidation of the Louisville and Nashville, 
Southern Railway, and other railroad lines 
in Kentucky. 

Some days ago C. C. McChord, chairman of 
the state railroad commission, went to 
Washington and presented to the interstate 
commerce commission certain facts in ref- 
erence to the alleged consolidation of the va- 
rious railroad lines. 

Mr. McChord said the members informed 
him that they could not proceed with the in- 
vestigation until the state railroad commis- 
sion had filed a formal complaint in Wash- 
ington. When this was done the national 
commission would at once enter upon the in- 
vestigation. 


Will Question J. P. Morgan. 

Mr. McChord said tonight: ‘* Our informa- 
tion is that the interstate commerce commis- 
sion will go to New York and will put J. 
Pierpont Morgan and the others interested 
in the consolidation in the witness stand and 
will probe to the bottom all the deals set 
forth in the complaint which we have pre- 
pared.”’ 

Mr. McChord said that he and his asso- 
ciliates would rely on the interstate commerce 
laws in making a thorough investigation of 
the matter. 


Will Destroy Competition. 


The complaint sets forth that in the alleged 
consolidation of the. southern lines all com- 
petition is destroyed and that practically one 
man controls the fixing of freight and pas- 
‘senger rates on all the lines extending from 
the Ohio river to the gulf of Mexico, and 
from the Atlantic to the Mississippi. It 
further recites that the commerce of ten 
states is thus controlle@ by these carriers. 

Chairman McChord said further: 

‘The complaint has been prepared care- 


fully, and in it we have endeavored to present 


to the people of Kentucky and of the south 
the situation as we See it."’

The committee recommended that instead of 
investing $175,000 in apparatus the board 
should order the water shut off in all the 
sehools unless the health department says 
is usable. 

The report of the special committee, which 
gonsisted of Trustees Wolff, Downey, and 
Thorpe, was a rewording of the finding of 
Des. John H. Long, F. Robert Keit, and 
Béwin O. Jordan, the commiesion of bacte- 
vologists which furnished the data and pro- 
fessional opinion upon which the recom- 
mendations were based which were adopted 
by the committee on buildings and grounds. 


Condition of Water Temporary. 

The report of the expert commission, which 
ig considered authoritative, holds that the 
sontaminated condition of the water is tem- 
porary, but its use without sterilization 

t be recommended.

Conditions in the Kankakee senatorial dis- 
trict are so uncertain, it seems; that a divi- 
sion of territory has been made to insure 
the teélection of E. C. Curtis to the lower 
house of the legislature. At a meeting held 
yesterday in the room of Executive Chair- 
man Small at republican state headquarters 
the district campaign committee and the 
candidates agreed to arrange the three vote 

_plump 80 as to give MreCurtis all of 
Kankakee county; Horace Russell, his run- 
ning mate, all of Irequois edunty, and then 
split Grundy county between them. Besides 
Mr. Curtis, Mr. Russell, and the committee- 
men, Chairman Rowe and Mr. Smal! partici- 
pated in the conference, Some of the friends 
of Mr. Curtis sald that Russell had insisted 


on’ the division because he feared that the 


independent candidate would cut into his 
vote to a much greater extent in Kankakee 
county than he could stand, while Iroquois 
would save Curtis. But the friends of Mr. 
Russell gave directly the opposite report 
with peference to the situation. 


District Vote in 1900. 
According to the vote of 1900 Kankakee 
county has 500 more republicans that Iro- 
quols. The McKinley poli in the three coun- 
ties was: Kankakee, 5,798; Iroquois, 5,248: 
Grundy, 3,735, Gov. Yates ran 257 behind 
McKinley in*Kankakee, 41 behind in Iro- 


*quois, and 63 in Grundy, showing that the 


Kankakee people know how to scratch their 
ballots. As the division will be on Grundy 
it is figured, by the leaders, that Mr. Curtis 
could stand a.joss of 800 to 1,000 in his home 
county and st! pull through with a safe plu- 
rality. Taking the Yates vote, 3,672, as the 
basis in Kankakee county, a loss to the inde- 
pendent of 1,000 would leave 2,692 for Mr. 
Curtis to draw on. If he can succeed in get- 
ting all of them to turn out on election day 
and “plump” three votes apiece in his in- 
terest he would go up,to the Grundy line 
with something over 13,600 to his credit, 
against 3,000 ‘for J. C. Dawson, the inde- 
pendent. It is known that Dawson's aup- 
porters propose to do all the plumping 
they can, The same figuring allows Dawson 
500 voters, or 1,500 votes in Iroquois and Rus- 
sell 14000. What the independent will do In 
Grundy, where he lives, is the thing, that 
puzzles the Smali-Curtis crowd. The esti- 
mates of the campaign managers on Daw- 
son's possible strength vary from 500 to 1,000. 
By giving him 1,000 there would be 2,672 to 
diyide between the two republican nominees. 


Details Léft to Local Committee. 

Whether they will split the votes and give 
one and a half to each or divide up the ter- 
ritory by election precincts is a detail that 
was left with the district committee to work 
out. Splitting the votes on the one anda half 
plan would make it possible for Curtis 
and, Russell to poll 2,000 apiece in the county, 
against 3,000 for Dawson. These estimates 
would mean totals for the three candidates 
as follows: Curtis, 15,600;. Russell, 16,000; 
Dawson, 7,500. 

The Dawson people, according to reports 
received at the headquarters of Senator Ma- 
son, feel certain that they have a big. sur- 
prise in store for the Small-Curtis machine.

These reports, which reach Washington from 
time to time, were verified today by Maj. 
George M. Barbour, who was for a year after 
the American occupation sanitary commis- 
sioner in charge of Santiago and neighboring 
towns. 

Maj. Barbour is in receipt of a letter from 
a Santiago merchant, who says that 14,000 
men-in that city alene are out of employ- 
ment, and the prospects are gloomy. Matters 
do not seem to thrive well in Cuba, according 
to these advices, and J. K. Elwell, president 
of one of the largest mercantile companies 
in Cuba, writes: 

“A large number of men employed by the 
municipality have not been paid for several 
months, and they want to know why it is 
the Cuban government is without funds when 
the Americans always had plenty of money.” 

There is considerable talk of annexation as 
a solution of these difficulties. 

Export figures for September are extremely 
encouraging.

The figures show the total exports in Sep- 
tember, 1902, to be $115,520,084" against 
$106.989,926 in September, 1901, and $115,- 
901,722 in September, 1900, the highest fig- 
ure ever shown by September exportations. 

Comparing present conditions with those 
of earlier years, the figures for September, 
1902, are 25 per cent in excess of thoge of 
September, 1898; 50 per cent greater .than 
those of September, 1890; more than double | 
those of September, 1888; and nearly three 
times as great as those of September, 1885. 
This seems to indicate that’the downward 
tendency in the export trade caused by the 
corn crop failure of last year has reached 
its lowest point, and that the reverse move- 
ment toward normal conditions has begun. 

Following the failure of the corn crop last’ 
year the exports tended steadily downward. 
Beginning with October, 1901, in which the 
export figures were $145,000,000, the move- 
ment wat steadily downward until they 
reached $88,000,000 in July of the present 
year. In August the upward movement be- 
gan, $94,000,000, and, in September 
$115,000,000,, which is about $9,000,000 in ex- 
cess of September of last year. The follow- 
ing table shows the September exports in 
each year from 1888 to date:

HOAR FROST ON THE MOON. 


Harvard University Astronomer Claims 


Thursday Night’s Eclipse Gave 
Proof of His Pet Theory. 


Cambridge, Mass., Oct. 17.—[{Spectial.J~— 
Substantiation of important facts was ob- 
tained by Harvard's astronomical authorities 
last night in their observations of the lunar 
eclipse. The facts concerned themselves 
principally with the crater Linne, and were 
carried on by Prof. W. H. Pickering. 

Prof. Pickering with a micrometer care- 
fully measured the area around the crater 
before and after the eclipse and confirmed 
all his past interpretations that the bright 
spot grew noticeably in area during the time 
of maximum darkness. 

Pickering has always maintained that the 
light from the spot is that of hoarfrost. The 
fact that the spot grew perceptibly larger 
when the sun’s heat was cut off last night 
confirms Pickering’s beliefin histheory. He 
is now practically settled upon that point 
and hopes with this asa starter to.work outa 
pet theory of his own concerning the earth's 


big satellite.

university was unable to obtain valuable 
data from his study of. the eclipse of the 


moon at the Dearborn observatory.

Grooved Rail Experiment. 

The Chicago Gity railway company has 
agreed to an experiment in the matter of 
grooved rails in Archer avenue. The ar- 
rangement is that a mile of the track west 
of Halsted street is to be laid with.two kinds 


ment noted. The south rail will be of the 
Trilby’’’ grooved pattern, while on the 
north the ordinary “‘T’’ rail, such as is 
used by steam railways, will be laid. The 
granite pavement-inside the tracks is to be 
laid flush with the tops of the ‘“T’’ rails 
and as close to the sides as the best dressed 
blocks will permit. 

The advocates of the “‘ T’’ rail system de- 
clare that as a means of avoiding the 
trackage ’’ of teams in a car track, where- 
by one set of wheels run on the rail and 
the other on the asphalt outside, thus form- 
ing a rut, the “T” rail is better than the 
grooved rail. They say that while the 
grooved rails offer some inducement to a 
teamster to Keep in the tracks, the ‘ T ”’ 
rail affords no inducement at all,.while the 
space between the rail and the eagnite 
blocks gives room for the flange of th&car 
wheels. 

Being flush with the pavement, the “‘T” 
rail also o no obstruction to teams 
crossing the tracks.

President Hadley of Yale Is Chief | 


Speaker at the Services—Educators 
from All Parts of the Country Present 


Lawrence, Kas., Oct. 17.—Frank Strong, 
former president of the Oregon state uni- 
versity, was installed today as chancellor of 
the University of Kansas. | 

The exercises were largely attendedeby the 
alumni, and several noted educators were 
present. Arthur T. Hadley, president of 
Yale, was the leading speaker. Gov. Will- 
iam F. Stanley spoke for the state, and Chan- 
cellor Strong, following, outlined his policy. 

An innovation of the inaugural was a pro- 
cession of the faculty and students from the 
main college building to the new museum 
building, where the exercises were held.

Great Interest in Lorenz’s Work. 
[BY A CHICAGO PHYSICTAN. ] 
Despite the fact that this was his third 
public clinic in Chicago, and that his work is 
no longer a novelty, the interest taken by 
Prof. Lorenz's two audiences during the 
morning was intensé. For the most part the 


.cases yesterday were in young children and 


the displacement was not extreme. These 
Prof. Lorenz reduces almost in an in- 
stant. He said that the great principle in 
all his work was to be reckless with soft 
parts, muscles, tendons, fascia, etc., but to be 
most conservative in his treatment and 
manipulation of the bones. 

Prof. Lorenz demonstrated his own ap- 
paratus for the correction of permanent 
fibrous contractures of the knee. It con- 
sists of a screw press with padded sides 
which fits on the femur down to its articu- 
lar surface. When this is tightened the 
femur is held absolutely immovable, while 
the padding prevents any injury to the bone. 
Manipulations of the knee joint, consisting of 
forced extensidén to break up the adhesions 
and stretch the tendons and ligaments, may 
now be carried on with complete safety to 
the bony parts. 

Before the use of this apparatus the doc- 
tor said that in manipulations upon anchy- 
losed knee joints the catastrophe which so 
frequently occurred was an intra-articular 
fracture of the lower end of the femur. This 
was impossible when his apparatus was used, 
as the press could be fitted with great exact- 
ness to the end of the bone. 


Advises Early Treatment. 


In his demonstration of a child suffering 
from bilateral dislocation, which, Prof. Lor- 
enz said, it would be impossible to reduce, as 
the parts were tod strongly fixed and the 
thigh bones already had slipped too far up 
on the ilium, he said that a case of eleven 
years’ standing had been brought to him at 
his hotel. Owing to the’'age of the patient 
and the fixed condition of the parts he had 
béen forced to tell them that nothing could 
be done, and he hoped that never again, in 
Chicago at least, would any child be allowed 
to grow to this age without a reduction of 
this deformity. 

Just before the clinic closed a case of 
talipes or club foot was demonstrated. 
Prof. Lorenz’s treatment of this class of

cases is fully as spectacular, and toall ap- 
pearances as successful, as his manipulations 
with the hip joint. He said thatas in the 
larger dislocation the first great point was 
to get the patient when young as possible. 

He is opposed most emphatically to the 
excision of a wedge of bone or to any muti- 
lating operation whatever. His great effort 
is to restore the bones to approximately their 
correct position and let nature, through the 
function of walking, do the rest. 

In infants and young children the ankle 
joint may be brought by manipulation to the 
consistency of a wet rag, the parts may be 
molded like clay, and once the bones are 
placed in their proper position and main-_ 
tained there with a plaster cast, the child { 
may start at once to perfect his own joint by 
walking on it. 


Four Parts to Operation. 

He divides the operation into four steps— 
the correction of the ‘“ pes cavus,’’ or hol- 
low under the foot; the bending out of the 
foot to overcome the undue adduction; the 
lifting up of the front part of the foot, or 
correction of the “‘ pes equinus ’’; and, final- 
ly, the oyercoming of the supination of the 
foot. When these steps are completed the 
foot is in its natural position and has been 
converted into a flat foot.”’ 

Prof. Lorenz carries on these steps at one 
sitting. The child's foot is placed in a plas- 
ter cast, which remains permanent for six 
months. A shoe is put 6n over it, and the 
child is encouraged to walk on the fifth or 
sixth day. To guard the circulation the toes 
are left exposed for inspection, and to make 
doubly sure a window is made in the front 
of the cast, where the danger of pressure 
would be greatest. 

The principle of the operator in this, as 
well as in his other operations, is to complete- 
ly overcome any ténsion in the neighborhood 
of the joint by annihilating the elasticity of 
the soft parts and destroying any tendency 
which they might have to return to their 
old positions. By this means all Mability 
to secondary contractures after the cast has 
been applied, with the resulting danger of 
scar formation, is done away with.

Only Handicap to Industrial 
Progress Removed by the 
- Settlement. 


NATION IS PROSPEROUS. 


Dun and Bradstreet, in Weekly 
Review, See Good Outlook 
for the Winter. 


New York, Oct. 17.—R. G. Dun & Co.’s 
Weekly Review of Trade tomorrow will 


say: 

“The settlement of the coal strike re- 
moves the only serious handicap to indus- 
trial progress. Five months of restricted 
fuel production had begun to check the 
wheels at many manufacturing centetfs, 
while there was a perceptible diminution in 
consumptive demands as the‘ purchasing 
power of the wage earners steadily de- 


creased. | 

“ Savings have been exhausted and much 
money has gone out of the country because 
of this struggle, but the nation’s remarka- 


toration of prosperous conditions. Trans- 
portation is now the worst feature and 
threatens to continue disturbing. 

“While the grain crops are being moved 
the supply of rolling stock and motive power 
will prove insufficient, although every effort 
is made at the shops, liberal premiums be- 
ing offered for early delivery. That the 
railways are well occupied ie evidenced by 
earnings for the first week of October, 3.5 
per cent larger than last year and 10.9 per 
cent above 1900. 


Lack of Fuel Hurts Iten Trade. 

“Inadequate supplies of | caused fur- 
ther banking of furnaces, buf the effect of a 
decreased output of domestic pig iron has 
been neutralized partly by larger arrivals 
from abroad. Practically no price can be 
hamed for immediate delivery of hgme iron, 
and there is no disposition to make conces- 
sions for distant contracts, owing to the ab- 
normal coke situation. 

“ Fortunately, there has been little inter- 
ruption at finishing milis, and the output of 
rails, structural material, and kindred lines 
is well maintained. Consumers not only find 
difficulty in securing steel from the mills,

“promptly. Orders come forward freely for 


Offered for steel rails for next year’s de- 
livery, and the plans for buildings and 
bridges keep a lot of business in sight in 
beams, channels, and angles. Plates for 
shipyards are aiso sought freely, prices tend- 
ing upward on tank steel.

“Footwear shops are actively engaged, 


many producers having added to their long

As Viewed by Bradstreet’s. 

Bradstreet’s tomorrow will say: 

“With the settlement of the great coal 
strike of 1902, the most remarkable in some 
respects of modern record, practically the 
only unfavorable feature in general trade and 
industry disappears. Coincident with this, 
also, have been the ending of several minor 
troubles of a similar nature. 

“While relief to the public mind is, per- 
haps, the most immediate result, it is natural 
to expect that present abnormal! prices and 
conditions in fuel supply will gradually dis- 
appear. Some scarcity, of course, will be left, 
and the effect of the costly trouble will, no 
doubt, be. reflected in some permanent loss of 
trade in the mining regions and in higher 
prices for fuel the coming winter than were 
paid a year ago. 

“ All other trade developments this week 
are largely favorable. Retail trade has 
generally improved, stimulated at the west, 
northwest, and south by cooler weather, 
fall festivals, and carnivais. Jobbing de- 
mand also is better, particularly at the west. 
Dry goods, shoes, hats and caps, clothing, 
—_ ware, and lumber dealers have ali done 
well. 

“Seasonable strength is noted in butter 
and cheese, and the metals also are higher. 
In the general strength of farm products the 
weakness in cotton is notable. Wool is iirm 
at all eastern markets, manufacturers are 
liberal buyers, stocks are being well reduced, 
and holders are inclined to ask for higher 
quotations 


Furnaces Will Resume. 


“Improvements in the iron trade as a re- 
suit of the probable ending of the coal strike 
is as yet a matter of sentiment, but with the 
free movement of coal eastern iron fur- 
maces now banked are expected to redume 
operation, though coke shortage may close 
valley furnaces. No loss of strength is 
shown in heavy goods; in fact, the tendency 
been upward. 

“ Higher freight rates caused by the large 
movement of coal from abroad tends to dis- 
courage the imports of foreign pig iron, and 

tarif® regulations as to steel billets may 
oheck the inward movement of these goods. 
Domestic billets are higher than last week. 

“Striking advances are shown in nearly 
all lines of iron and steel, as compared with 
a year ago, the range of advances being from 
$5 per ton in the case of old material to $5 to 
$7 in the case of pig iron and steel! billets. 
At Pittsburg foundry iron is $2 higher. In

ELIA W. PEATTIE ON NEW LIVES | 
“OF RUSKIN AND TURNER. 


T_is easy to delineate a consistent char- 
acter no matter how terrible, how dull, 
or how brilliant it may be, but unfor- 
tunately for the pleasures of biography 
few remarkable characters are conéist- 

ent.: The normal man is not usually remdrk- 
able. He is too contented to aspire; too sane 
to celebrate himself; to affectionate to con- 
centrate as genius must concentrate; too 
well aware of values to think that his voice 
is in any way to be lifted above the voices 
of other men. The remarkableman succeeds 
quite as much by the force of qualities which 
it Is the fashion to deprecate as by the ex- 
ercise of talents. And the rational biogra- 
pher, endeavoring to preach the immemorial 
sermons, to hold up the long admired virtues 
and thus keep in touch with his well inten- 
tioned and none too luminous audience and at 
the same time to set forth, according to the 
verities, one of the ‘‘Over Men” of the 
hay has a sad time of it. He almost always 
ails. 
|, Whether or not Mr. Frederic Harrison has. 
failed in his work on Ruskin (English Men 
of Letter Series, the Macmillan company) 

is a debatable point. He has not settled the 

question of Ruskin's place in letters, He 
has not presented Ruskin subjectively—one 
has no idea’of why Ruskin did as he did in 

any given incident—and the secret of that 

illusive, amazing. confusing, and incandes- 
cent character is in fo way revealed. But it 

is, perhaps, asking too much of a biographer 

to require him to understand the mind or 

the soul of his hero, It may suffice when he 

records with honesty and Sympathy his acts, 

his published ideas, his confessions of faith, 

reversals of opinion, apostacies, apotheosis, 
and decay. 

Mr. Harrison knew Mr. Ruskin, lectured at 
the same lyceum with. him, and was inti- 
mately acquainted with his views and his 
manner of expressing them. He knew him 
socially, too, and had the pleasure of many 
disputes with him. 


a 


Mr. Harrison writes: “ In 1860 Ruskin was 

@ man of slight but active figure, with anair 
of genial bonhomie, courteous, and playing in 
his ways, inexhaustibly vivacidus and 
voluble. . . . It was neither the .old. 
world graciousness of Mr. Gladstone, nor the 
stately simplicity of Turgenieff — to name 
some eminent masters of courteous demea n- 
or—it was simply the irrepressible bubbling 
up of a bright nature full to the brim with 
enthusiasm, chivalry, and affection. No boy 
could blurt out all he enjoyed and wanted 
with more artless freedom: no girl be more 
humble, modest, and unassuming. His ideas, 
his admiration, and his fears seemed to flash 
out of hie spirit and escape hiscontrol. . . 
I can also say that, in persona! intereourse, I 
have never known him, in full health, be- 
trayed into a harsh word, or an ungracious 
phrase, or an unkind judgment, or a trace 
.Of egotism. Face to face, he was the hum- 
blest, most willing, and patient of listeners, 
always deferring to the judgment of others 
in things wherein he did not profess to be a 
student, and anxious only tolearn. ... I 
incline to think that the violence and ar- 
rogance which were imputed to him came of 
a kind of Nterary cestrus, which he never 
attempted to control. He let himself go, as 
perhaps no writer since Burke has ever done. 
Vehement language was with Ruskin a lit- 
erary intoxication rather than a moral fault. 
He has paid a bitter penalty for failing to 
overcome the’ tendency.”’ 

Mr. Harrison has succeeded in condensing 
into one neat volume of 210 pages the great 
mass of material relating to Ruskin, and in 
that space has given some notion of all 
those untempered enthusiasms, those strange 
ignorances, those passionate recantations 
with which this combative genius seasoned 
his many days. Moreover, the biographer 
has shown great cleverness in his seléctions 
from the writing of Ruskin, choosing them 
that they may. set forth the theories and 
preachments of the revohitionist. Here, for 


‘example, is, in emall, the political economy 


of John Ruskin, set forth by himself in one 
inimitable paragraph, holding within its ex- 
Ppansive epigrams enough of accusation— 
or consolidation—to keep any man in serious 
thought for a good week of solitary reflec- 
tion: 5 

“In a community regulated only by laws 
of demand and supply, but protected from 
open violence, the persons who become rich 
are, generally speaking, industrious, reso- 
lute, proud, covetous, prompt, methodical, 
sensible, unimaginative, insensitive, and 
ignorant. The persons who remain poor are 
the entirely foolish, the entirely wise, the 
idle, the reckless, the humble, the thought- 
ful, the dull, the imaginative, the sensitive, 
the well informed, the improvident, the ir- 
regularly and impulsively wicked, the clum- 
sy knave, the open thief, and the entirely 
merciful, just, and Godly person.”’ And the 
whole closes with the words: “‘ There is no 
wealth but life—life, including all its pow- 
ers of love, of joy, of admiration. That 
country is the richest which nourishes the 
greatest number of noble and happy human 
beings.’’ 

Ruskin, as a protestor against time, 
-the enemy of science, the relentless opposer 
of commercialism, the depreciator of in- 
genuity, is best summed up in this para- 
graph: 

may be beaten, chained, tormented, 
yoked like cattle, slaughtered like summer 
flies, and yet remain in one sense, and the 
best sense, free. But to smother their souls 
within them, to blight and hew into rotting 
pollards the suckling branches of their hu- 
man intelligence, to make the flesh and skin, 
which, after the worm’s work on it, fs to 
see God, into leathern thongs to yoke ma- 
chinery with—this is to be slave masters 
indeed, and there might be more freedom 
in England, though her feudal lord’s light- 
est word were worth men’s lives, and though 
the blood of the vexed husbandman dropped 
in the furrows of her fields, than there is 
while the animation of her multitudes is 
sent like fuel to feed the factory smoke, 
and the strength of them is given daily to 
be wasted into the fineness of a web, or 
of a line.”’

But 
take it for all in all, the book is a desirable 
one, and Mr. Harrison is not to be blamed 
that he has not, after ali, determined Rus- 
kin’s relation to the body of literature. It 
was indeed no smal! performance to state 
his relation to his own long and wonderful 
day—a day with an eventide too prolonged. 
And now that I have climbed and wort this height, 
I must tread downward through the sloping shade 
And travel the bewildered tracks till night. 

So wrote one whom Ruskin served and !In- 
jured; so, no doubt, mused Ruskin often, 
in those hours when the fatal circle of hie 
malady released him from incoherent 
ecstasy and left him stranded, like a weary 
ship after storm, on the low beach amid the 
snarling and receding tide. 


That strange sun worshiper, that interpre- 
ter of the mysteries and wonders of light, 
J. M. W. Turner, royal academician and son 
of a barber, is much eulogized by Mr. Robert 
Chignel! in the memoir which he has pub- 
lished through the house of Walter Scott of 
London.

Turner has had other biographers in sev- 
eral, but each of these has, according to | 
Mr. Chignell, lacked in charity for or 
appreciation of a curious and lonely 
life, begun in the jangleggjof a rear shop- 
room and ended in a lonel treat in a her- 
mitage upon the Thames—a hermitage of 
which none of his friendS knew the location, 
and which possessed but one recommenda- 
tion—namely: The view of drifting shadow 
and light along the river. Here the painter 
of the sun beheld even to the last the,won- 
der of conflicting light and darkness, and to 
the hast observed with accurate eyes the re- 
lation of ight to perspective. Even on their 
last day of beholding they were no doubt 
rejoiced with some glory of sunrise, some 
drama: of battling murk and luminosity, 
some revelation of distance as conveyed tn 
varying degrees of light and dark: and the 
old painter perhaps, even then, in his lonely 
and climateric hour, felt a grave joy at know- 
ing that he had at least, no matter in what 
elee he had failed, beerPab!ie to add to the 
world of art this.definite and valuable

It is with such matters as this that Mr.

-A man in 
writing his autobiography. does not think it 
worth while to mention that on ‘certain oc- 
casions he might have stolen or swindled 
or done other disreputable things, but ab- 
stained from so doing. The conclusion of 
the reader of Miss Banks’ book is that ehe 
has much more conscience than she was q 
thought to have by the readers of her early 
contributions to the London press, but that 
it must be a curious wor!d In which.a woman 
finds it worth while to volunteer the in- 
formation that she on several oceasione de- 
clined to do disreputable things: 

There are undoubtedly papers in London 
which would welcome a woman reporter . 
who would do precisely what Mise Banks 
declined to do, but they are by ne means 
fair representatives of the ‘London press.

Messrs. Routledge & Co. are going to bring 
out a complete set of the novels of the late 
G.. P. R. James. They were more or 
“tushery,” but they were-By no means bad 
of their sort. Compare them with the aver- 
age historical novel of the sort with which 
we have been inundated during the last three 
years and they will seem decidedly better 
than their later rivals. James’ .men and 
women are wooden, and their talk is of the 
impossible “ beshrew it” order, but the same 
can be said of most of the historical novels 
that nowadays sell by the 50,000, On the 
other hand, James could tell a story fairly 
well, and he always had a story totell. He 
fell into entire neglect when the reign of the 
psychological novel came in, Those were 
the days when any novel that dealt with tn- 
cident was thought to be unworthy of the 
attention of any one of culture. Weall de- 
lighted in analysis of soul, and we believed 
that Dumas fils, with his “ Dame aux Ca- 
meliias’’ was greatly the sipérior of his 
father, the author of the “Three Mus 
keteers.’"* Now that the psychological novel 
has hgd its day, it is time that James should 
once more be treated with attention. He 
was a cheap Sir Walter Scott, but are not the 
most successful—in a business sense—of the 
novelists of today only cheap Seotts? I shall 
not read James’ novels, found them 
hard reading when I was a boy. and could, 
read almost anything that called iteelf a. 
story. But unless the fondness for historical 
novels, which has made the fortune of half 
a dozen living authors, is a mere unreal 
pose. James’ novels ought to be as successful 
as they were when they were new. 

Sir Walter Besant’s last book. “ No Other 
Way,” comes to us with the reminder that it 
is the last story we shall ever have from his 
busy pen. It is a story of the last—that ts to. 
say, the eighteenth—century, the ecene being 
laid in England. It isdilostrated with what 
look lke photographs of thé characters, and 
any one who glances at them can easily divine 
the sort of entértainment which the author 
provides. It is a good story. It imnever bril- 
liant and never dull. It mover along easily 
and smoothly. and the reader who begins the 
firet chapter moves on with ft in peace and 
contentment. For a good workmaniike novel 
there is nothing better than “No Other 
Way.” and it is needless to say thatit con- 
tains nothing that could bring a blush'to the ~ 
cheek of an old person. Young personsdo not 
blush nowadays, save for publication only. 
We shall mise Sir Walter Besant’s books as 
time goes on. Possibly thoee that:he hase 
written will fall into forgetfulness, as most 
of Anthony Trollope’s have fallen, but it is 
certain that if he had livedand! writtem fresh 
novels we should have read them with pleas- 
ure just as we have read the score or mote 
that were pubHshed during his lifetime. It is 
an odé thing that the popularity of the aver-/ 
age novel depend® in some inscrutable way on 
the fact that the author is-alive. Mr. J. 
Smith's novels hag@an tmmenke sale while he 
lived, but no sooner was he dead tham they 
were totally forgotten. In the case of Sir 
Walter Besant, the books that he wrote were 
thoroughly good, and they ought not to cease 
to interest the public. Stili it would de rea- 
sonably safe to prophesy that few years 
the demand for them will be smell.
